Penalty for Race
Dlscrimmatlon

S Jack B. Tenney, Los
Ang: unty's representative
in rlw legiglature, last week in-
| troduced an amendment to the
labor code to alleviate the man-
power shortage in war industries
which would make it unlawful
to refuse employment to any
person ‘“on account of race, col-
or, creed or sex.”
